at the VFE "Glusckaul * Potash orks; the other ehafts, II, Ill, 1¥, and Vi, ere vsed 
as air shafts only. The dally yields of Shafts ¥ and I (operating in two shifts) are 
2,700,000 kllograns and 2,106,000 kilograns of srude potassium salt (with an average 
potarsiun~oxide content of 13 peroent), respectively, The crude potassium calt is 
wized with 50-percent potassium salt in the chemicel fectory which belongs to the 
plant. Fertilisérs, et the present time, chiefly potancium-anmcniue-nifrate, are pro- 
duged is: a seaend factory belonging to the plant, This factory {s not fulfilling ite 
quota at present, because deliveries of ammonia from the Leuna “lant,and of soda gi 
from the Solway Plant are inadequate, The "Cluecksuf® lant has its own power station, | 
equipped with two high-pressure boilers, at [0 etm each, and 2 turbines, one for 12,000. 
and the other for 10,000 kilowatts. The annual output of the power station is Lo 
million kilowatts, 28 percent of which is delivered to the long-distance power net, 
Although the "Glueckauf" “lant ebips very limited amounta of crude potascim salt, it 
does export large ancunts of prepared salts and potasslus-anmoniun-altrate to Foland, 
the CSE, and other countries. The plant eaploye a total of 2,500 men, and has a | 
seourity~guard unit consisting of 32 men, “hysical descriptions, political affiliations, 
and other inforzation are given for six key men at the plant. Because of the plant | 
workers’ union agreement, ‘he workers are hostile to the plant managenent, ad their , 
morale is low. A mine accident which oceurred on 11 or 12 July_1951 was cause by a , 
fireedamp explosion, the BX first anch explosion in a salt mine /in the oon. After 
this disaster, steps were taken to prevent such explosions in all GUE mines. A descrip |
